Too Legal Bill. 

It is rumored, apparently upon good auth- 
ority, that the Assembly will be prorogued 
on the first of November. Before that event 
takes place, we trust the Legal bill to obvi- 
ate the separation of the profession will be- 
come law. As matters sland now, it is a 
hardship too great to be patiently borne. It 
is an outrage on the community to make 
every man who is compelled to ro to law, 
either to prosecute or defend, to employ two 
lawyers to manage his business, when one, 
at half the expense, could manage it just as 
well as two. No argument is wanting to 
prove the existence of the evil; everybody 
is convinced of it; they feel it; they know 
it, and demand an immediate union of the 
two branches of the legal fraternity, and the 
repeal of the obnoxious rules of tho Supreme 
Court. The idea of dividing up the profes- 
sion in a younf; country like this is simply 
noihiru more nor less than granting a tariff 
to protect eight men at the expenso of the 
entire community. Such antiquated and 
erroneous usages, imported from England to 
pick our pockets, we are heartily sick of. 
Thirty-fnur millions of the Anglo-Saxtn 
race manage their affairs, and manage them 
well, without any separation of solicitors and 
barristers; and yet we, with liltle over 30U0 
inhabitants, must be doubly taxed in ap- 
pealing to the courts for reiltess. What is 
there here that causes such a difference be- 
tween us and other British colonies and tho 
United States, that we require two law- 
yers—one to write, the other to talk— on 
each side of a suit, when one only is re- 
quired elsewhere 1 It certainly will not be 
alleged that two lawyers here are only- 
equal to one in other Anglo-Saxon commu- 
nities on this continent. This would not be 
listened to for a moment. Equal talent and 
equal experience would be claimed here 
for the profession. They would be held to 
be as good practitioners as the average else- 
where. Then why should we have our 
pockets picked to bolster up eight men, and 
pay one hundred dollars for two retainers, 
when fifty dollars should and would answer 
every purpose. The why it is so can only 
be placed on the ground that a combination 
exists— a mutual swindlers' society exists — 
to extract from the industrious a living, 
without giving a quid pro quo in return! 
Before the Assembly is prorogued we ex- 
pect, therefore, the enactment of a law re- 
pealing the separation of the legal profes- 
sion, and thus allow solicitors to do barris- 
ters* business, and barristers to do solicitors' 
business as beloro. 

Indian Liquor Bn.r..— The Assembly, 
on last Saturday, passed a hill to punish the 
sale or gift of spirituous liquors to Indians. 
The hill provides that any peison giving or 
selling liquor to Indians shall, upon convic- 
tion for the first offence, pay a tine not ex- 
ceeding £100; upon conviction for the 
second offence, a fine of £100, or im- 
prisonment, with or without hard labor, as 
the magistrate, may decide; in ease the 
person so convicted possesses any property, 
it may be levied upon and sold to liquidate 
the line; if there he not enough property 
to meet the fine, it will be confiscated to 
the crown. The magistrate may award the 
informant half of the fine. Search warrants 
may be issued for the examination ol prem- 
ise^, wherein it may he supposed liquor to 
he kept for tho purpose of being supplied to 
Indians ; and no person will be allowed to 
take up his abode within fifty yards of any 
lad! n reserve oi camp, unless specially 
licensed by the (Jovernor. It was debated 
by tho honorable members whether it would 
not be us well to flog offenders upon a se- 
cond conviction ; hut it was finally decided 

that the inflictio i of corporeal punishment 

would hardly answer.

Launch of the Yale Steamboat. 

On Saturday last wo witnessed tho launch 
of the steamboat built for tho Yalo Steam 
Navigation Company, by Seorgie & Laing, 
shipbuilders at Major Bay. The launch took 
place at fifteen minutes past one o'clock, and 
was witnessed by a very few persons, owing 
to the fact that tho stuto of tho tide required 
the vessel should leave tho stocks a quarter 
of an hour curlier than that announced in 
the Colo.vist of last Saturday. Tho boat 
was launched sidoways into the water, and 
was christoncd by Miss Eleanor Laing the 
" Idahoo," an Indian name, which signifies 
«' Gom of tho Mountain." Tho launch was 
a highly successful one, and guvo entire 
satisfaction. The " Idahoe" is 1 10 feet long, 
22 feet beam, and 4 feet depth of hold ; her 
engines will have two 14-iuch cylinders, and 
4J feet stroke. 
Tho vessel, from her beautiful model and ap- 
parent strength, was much praised by the 
spoctors. Quitea number of persons boarded 
her after the launch had been effected, and 
drank to her success from tho plentiful sup- 
ply of Cliquot champagne on board. The 
Idahoe's model is entirely different from 
that of any other boat launched here this 
season. Her stern is rounded, and her bow 
is oalled "flaring," improvements which it 
is thought will give her an advantage over 
all other boats on Fraser River in crossing 
currents. She will carry about 75 tons 
freight, and is somewhat smaller than the 
Maria, belonging to the British Columbia 
Steam Navigation Company. 

The Idahoe was built under tho immedi- 
ate supervision of Wm. Kelly, Esq, one of 
the directors of the Vale Company, and of 
the designer Mr. James Trahey. These 
gentlemen have been untiring in their ex- 
ertions to make the boat what she is— a mo- 
del of beauty and strength. The Idahoe 
has our best wishes for her success. 

On the stocks of the same yard, we noticed 
another vessel in process of construction. 
She is from the same model as the Idahoe, 
and about the same size as tho steamer 
Henrietta. On inquiry, we learned that she 
is being built for Mr. Kelly, who designs 
running her, when completed, as a barge in 
connection with the Yule boat during the 
winter. In the Spring, she will be taken 
above tho canons, engines placed in her, 
and run on the Upper Fraser.

This large amount gives an average rev-

£1920, ($9600) per annum. The expenses 
of the Haibor Master's oliice aie very low— 
a trifle over £44 per month, or £530 per 
annum, without including a small amount 
expended in replacing buoys that may be 
displaced by passing vessels, or floating oft' 
by high tides, and printing. Allowing £100 
lor the hist items, we may say, in round 
numbers, that the profit derived from the 
oliice by the Government is £1300 per 
annum— quite a snug revenue.

Letter from Bishop Demers. 

Editoii T5uiti.su Colonist : — I take the 
lilierty to risk for n small place in your paper 
to vindicate myself, not from the whole puck 
of slanderous "accusations brought against 
mo, I am sorry to say, by the. flight ttov. 
IJishop Hills, but only from two that had es- 
caped my eye till lust night, and which are 
to be found on page 30th of the pamphlet. 
It is there stated that the foundation of £100 
per annum teas sufficient for her [the Church 
of Rome) lo appoint a Roman Catholic Bishoj) 
for Vancouver Island. I owe it to myself 
nud to tho Church of Rome, which, though 
unworthy of it, I represent in this country, 
to state and bring before the people of A ic- 
toria facts, on which for want of proper 
knowledge, they are not able to pass u fair 
judgment and do the same justice thoy have 
"done to the other charges laid at my door. 
But I indulge in the hope that, after a fair 
hearing, their good sense and impartiality 
will pass the same sentence I should say, 
in the first place, and assure this community 
and the people at large, that it is a painful 
duty tor me to appear before them on such 
matters with a mar. holding tho situation 
that the Right Rev. Doctor Hills does, not to 
mention the disadvantage that I labor under 
with the English language. Now, let us 
proceed : In the Spring of the year lS-Ki, a 
clergyman, a countryman of mine, then with 
lire on the Oregon Mission, (which, cn passant, 
I feel proud in stating that it had boon my 
lot to come anil establish in 1838: paid a 
passing visit, litrkto Victoria, as it did not 
exist yet, but to this Island. It is true that 
■at that time tho II. B. Company were mak- 
ing a gratuitous and liberal donation of £100 
per annum to the Oregon Mission, and not 
■as a salury'to a priest to minister to the Can- 
adian servants of that Company. But then 
it is seen after the above statement, that 
there was no mission established here yet, 
nud consequently, the sums of money 
allowed wont totally to the benefit of the 
Oregon Mission. Rut what will, in any sen- 
sible man's opinion, give tho death blow to 
the statement referred to in tho pamphlet, is 
tho fact that the zealous Church of Rome 
appointed me to this Bishopric in June, 1840, 
•before there WflR, as there has boon none 
since, any money held nut by the II. 15. 
Company as an inducement tor her to ap- 
point a bishop for this place. [I refer to the 
Company's books.] And for the paltry sum 
Ion, of £100 ! a poor inducement, indeed, 
compared with the thousands of pounds 
which England's Mission — nay, bishops, are 
known to have at their disposal. As to my 
being supported by the propaganda, this is 
« it e irreet cither. 

The Propaganda, or the congregation of 
the Propaganda, as it is usually called, is 
composed of a certain number of Cardinals, 
and is a powerful machinery in the Roman 
system of eclesiastical operation. It i* 
established to assi.-l the head of the church 
in its government, in regulating church af- 
fairs, in appointing Bishops ; but it has 
nothinc to do with the temporal support of 
miss'© s They are supported by the associa 
1 1 <>ii for the propagation of the faith, which 
is established all over both the old and new 
continents, on the basis of one cent, the 
voluntary weekly contribution of Catholics. 
By this system, funds are raised, but in 
such quantities as hardly to allow eveiy 
mission a sufficient support to carry out its 
object as well a* might be desirable, anil 

I am sorry to say that my share is always 
Jar below the level of my wants. A lew 
words more, Mr. Editor, and 1 have done. 
Theologically speaking, there i« a kind ul 
^justice which is called retribution, either 
punishing or rewarding, according to ineiits 
.or demerits. In the present case, as I have 
goitml fault with the Bishop of Columbia fur 
it is uncharitable aspersions on me, SO shall 

II give him credit for his acknowledgment 
■of a vigorous establishment of the Roman 
Catholic system of religion entrusted to my 
feeble hands, giving mo in this way the 
trouble of putting him in open contradict!) n 
with himself, lor he must recollect that 
when lecturing on his mission before a largo 
.meeting in Liverpool, he said that nothing 
bad been done yet for Christianity in these 
colonies. As to the unchecked growth ol 
the foreign community of Koine, I have only 
to say that as the Roman Catholic Church, 
raised from her divine founder Himself ti e 
Authority over mis. ions lo preach to nil 
•nations, I do not see why and how she 
should be called a foreign community, either 
in this or in any other country : and for this 
reason ; I consider myself no foreigner, no 
stranger, but as a man, perfectly at horns 
and as loyal a British subject as any. Final- 
ly, should the Right Rev. Bishop find my 
animadversions on him too severe, let him 
remember that it is said in the Book of 
Wisdom. 11 and 17,, "that by what things a 
man servelh, by the same also ho is tormen- 
ted.

The Speaker read a message from the 
Governor, inclosing the bill to levy a tax on 
certain trades and professions, and asking 
the House to insert in the bill the words 
" Vancouver Island and its dependencies." 

HARBOR DUES. 

Mr. Gordon handed in a report from the 
committee to inquire into ttie practicability 
of reducing the harbor dues, which read as 
follows: For vessels entering and leaving 
the ports of Victoria and Esquimalt, all ves- 
sels under 15 tons, 4s 2d ; between 15 and 
30 tons, 6s 3d ; between 30 and 50. 8s -Id ; 
50 to 100, 12s 6d; 100 to 200, 18s 9d ; 200 
to 300. £L os ; 300 to 400, £1 13s 4d : 400 to 
500, £2 Is 8d ; 500 to GOO, £2 5s lOd ; 600 
to 700, £2 10s : 700 to 800, £2 14s 2d ; S00 
to 'J00, £2 18s -Id ; 900 lo 1000, £3 2s ; 
lOOO and upwards, £3 (is 8d ; California 
mail steamers lo pay £1 entrance and £1 
clearance. All scows to be licensed; those 
under 10 tons to pay £1 for every quarter, 
ami for every ton above 10 tons, Is. Wher- 
ries and skills plying for hire, and licensed 
to carry not exceeding six passengers, £1 
per quarter. Row-boats and yawls plying 
lor hire, and licensed to carry more than six 
passengers, and under 10 Ions burthen, £ 1 
lis 3d per quarter. Laud permits — Invoices 
under £100, 4s 2d ; under £250, Os 3d ; un- 
der £500, 8s 4il ; under £1000, 12s 6d ; above 
£1000, 18s 8d. Any person lauding goods 
without a permit to be liable to a fine not 
less than £5, nor exceeding £50. 

CURRENCY. 

The Currency bill was read a third time 
and passed. 

INDIAN LIQUOR BILL. 

The Indian Liquor bill was read a third 
time and passed. 

J.IQ"Olt LICENSE BILL. 

The House went into committee on the 
bill to license liquor dealers, which was re- 
turned from the Legislative Council w ith 
an amendment that "fermented liquors shall 
mean wines ot all kinds.'' 

Mr. Cary did not approve of the alteration 
of the bill by the Upper House, and offered 
the following resolution, " that this House is 
of opinion that the amendment to the act 
providing for the sale of spirituous and fer- 
mented tiquois, sent down by the council, 
is virtually an alteration of the scale of taxa- 
tion in that Act fixed ; and this House is of 
opinion tttat the adoption of that amendment 
would De the surrender of its most impor- 
tant privileges, and must therefore decline 
to consider the same.'' 

Mr. Foster hoped the resolution would 
pass, in older that no precedence might fie 
given for other encroachments upon the 
rights of the House. 

The resolution was adopied unanimously. 

REGISTRATION HI I.I. . 

The House went into committee on the 
bill for the yearly registration ol voters. 

Sjc. (i — providing for the penal punish- 
ment of any person making a false declara- 
tion as to qualification, was stricken out, 
ami several amendments were made to the 
bill. 

The Committee rose and reported the bill 
complete, and the House adjourned to Tues- 
day, at 3, ?. M. 

Memoir of Sir George Simpson 

Sii George Simpson, the Governor of the 
Hudson Bay Company, who recently died 
at Lachine, Canada East, was a remarkable 
man. He was bom m the mountainous pa- 
rish of Lochb'run, Kosshire, Scotland, in or I 
about the year 1700, and was consequently j 
ill the neighborhood of sixty-four years of 
age. When hi' whs very young he was sent [ 
to America to take share in the contest then 
going i'ii between the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany, and the unchartered, ton extremely 
energetic Northwest Company of Canada, 
Owing lo his tact, anil plausibility of speech 
and demeanor, he was instrumental in 
bringing together the two contending par- 
tie-, ami forming a coalition, by which the 
.Northwest Company retained over one-half 
of the capital slock, and a majority ol the 
offices in t!ie territory for their resident 
associates. In this situation he showed no 
much ardor and address, that in a few years 
he was appointed Governor of what is called 
the Hudson Bay Company's territories, an 
office which he held up to the time of his 
death. 

The Hudson's Bay Company was first 
established, and large tracts of land granted 
to it, that tho nature and resources of tho 
surrounding territories might he inquired 
into and reported upon lo tiie English Gov- 
ernment. But not until 1830 did tho com- 
pany attempt to fulfil the obligations imposed 
itjiou them by the charter. In that year the 
directors of the company instructed Mr, 
Simpson lo make immediate preparations 
for the equipment of an expedition to con- 
nect the discoveries of Capt, Ross and Back. 
He did so with such forethought, zeal and 
willingness that the expedition was a per- 
fect success. It was under the conduct of 
his nephew, the late I'hornas .Simpson, noted 
in Arctic discovery. In the midst ol diffi- 
culties and dangers for the space of three 
years, the expedition traced the Arctic coast 
of America, from tho mouth of tho Maken/.ie 
river to Point Barrow, and from the mouth 
of the Coppermine river lo the Gulf ol 
Boothia. In consideration of the services 
of tho Arctic expedition spoken of above, 
her Majesty Queen Victoria eonfetred the 
honor of knighthood on Governor Simpson, 
and an annual pension of £100 on his 
nephew. This honor tho Governor received 
in 1840.— .V. F. lUttlet in.
